He settled himself on the glass grnt- 
lng ncur the building, and as soo 
ho began his performance the crowd 
was attracted toward him. lie wasim- 
mediately surrounded by a multitude 
of men. women and children, hi an in- 
stant there was a creaking, and then an 
awrul .rash. The sidewalk over 
extended cellar had given way. nnd Imlf 
a hundred souls were dropped eight f. 
below. A fearful scream went up fron 
thousand throats as of one man, f 
lowed bv the groans and screams 
the poor victims. A black hole twenty 
feet long und six feet wide, lllled with 
writhing beings, was here, where a mo 
ment before Joy and pleasure reigned. 
The most vivid imagination can not ex- 
aggerate the horrors of the scene. The 
croud on the verge of the pit surged 
bock, while those in the rear pushed 
forward. and for a moment it 
seemed that a huge mass >f hu- 
manity was to Ik- piled one 
upon another until the hole was filled. 
Ofllcers In the vicinity mado their way 
to the scene with difficulty. The patrol 
wagon was summoned, but it was sev- 
eral moments before a rope could bo 
stretched to keep the crowd from 
tumbling in. Then the work of rescue 
begun. llozens of willing hands hur- 
ried through the store, procured lights 
and reached the victims from within. 
One after the other the injured were 
pull ml out and carried back into the 
apartments under the store. 

Those who were last to go down es- 
cuped with slight bruises, but the in 
fortunutes underneath were cut, crush, 
and battered up, many having broke 
arms and legs, with ugly cats from 
which blood flowed profusely. In the 
awful heap were old and young, 
children and women and men. .Many 
of the children were but slightly hurt, 
and as soon as light came scampered 
back Into the store and up the stairs 
like so many frightened rats.

Cincinnati to Art i 



There was a called meeting of the City 
Council last night, presided over by W. 
B. Wadsworth, Jr.. the object of which 
was to consider measures for the preven- 
tion Of the introduction of cholera. 

It was stated that Cincinnati had taken 
the initiative, and that Dr. Frendergast. 
Health Officer of that city, was nnxtous 
to co operate with Maysville ir an effort 
to stay the march of the pestilence. 

Dr. C. 0. Owens, City Physician, who 
had Just returned from a conference with 
the Cincinnati authorities, briefly out- 
lined the plan to be adopted-that ( in 
cinniiti would furnish, at her own ex 
pensc, no many physicians nnd as many 
policemen as might be necessary to a 
thorough inspection of nil incoming 
trains, only asking that Maysville furnish 
a similar number of each, the entire 
corps to he under the direction of the 
local authorities. 

The force operating from this point is 
to meet all ('. and 0, trains at Spring 
dale, and all K. C. trains at a point 
sufficiently distant from the city to allow 
a thorough examination of passengers 
and baggage before the train reaches the 
city. 

It is not intended to make a "dumping 
ground" of Maysville; but if any train 
carries a passenger who is destined for 
this city and who is sick with cholera he 
must not be permitted to enter the city, 
but must be taken off the train at some 
isolated point and placed in n hospital to 
be provided by the City Physician and 
the County Hoard of Health, the latter 
representing the State Hoard of Health. 

If any passcmrei destined for other 
points be sick, it will he the duty of the 
health officials to isolate him from the 
other passengers on the train anil to
